On July 25, the Huron 
Township Board moved that 
the Recreation Commission 
call a special meeting to review 
a request by Huron Soccer 
Association. 

Clerk Dawnette Bowers told 
the Board that the Huron 
Soccer Association had made a 
request to use Lajko Park for its 
soccer field in the fall. 

Trustee Nora Adkins 
motioned to send the request to 
the Recreation’ Commission for 
review to make sure HSA’s use 
of the park wouldn’t interfere 
with other plans or events. 
~ Treasurer Jarrod Barron rec- 


ommended approving the 
request contingent on the 
Recreation Commission’s 


approval. 

However, Attorney Kevin 
Foley recommended calling a 
special meeting rather than 


making a determination contin- 
gent on the approval by a pub- 
lic body. 

_A motion was carried calling 
for a special meeting of the 
Recreation Commission to 
review HSA’s request. 

In other news: 

¢ A request by Police Chief 
Metzger to promote Gregory 
Hinzmann to lieutenant and to 
promote Gary Dockter to 
sergeant was approved. 

* Chief Metzger requested 
approval of a proposed policy 
for an employee recognition 
seminar and dinner. The Chief 
also included a budget request- 
ing preliminary approval in 
order to begin planning for the 
event to be held in March 2002. 

Trustee Larry O’Kelley said 
he liked the idea of the employ- 
ee recognition, but was unsure 
about the expansion of the plan. 
The Chief said that the educa- 


tional aspects were added in 
order to make the seminar 
legal, as indicated by the attor- 
ney. The Chief said the pro- 
posed budget of $1,500 was the 
top cost providing everyone 
who’s invited attends the din- 
ner. 

Trustee Mary Lou Carey 
commented that under state 
law, only employees could be 
recognized, not elected offi- 
cials. Therefore, elected offi- 
cials will need to purchase tick- 
ets for the event. 

O’Kelley questioned 
whether over $5,000 should be 
spent on employee recognition. 
The Chief said the Employee 
Recognition Committee felt is 
is important. A motion to adopt 
the recommended policy and 
budget was approved. 

e The Treasurer made a 
request to create a new position 
to hire a full-time clerk for the 


treasurer’s office. Trustee 
Marlene Krause asked about 
the job description. The 
Treasurer said the clerk would 
assist him and the other 
employees in the department. 

Carey said she didn’t under- 
stand where the additional 
work load comes from since 
the printer now handles mailing 
out the tax bills. She said the 
department also no longer pulls 
tax bills to be submitted to res- 
ident’s mortgage companies. 
The Treasurer gave a lengthy 
discussion of the department’s 
responsibilities and comment- 
ed that the department has 
“peaks and valleys.” 

The motion to advertise for 
the position was carried with 
Trustee Nora Adkins, Carey, 
and O’Kelley opposing. 

e A request by Krause to 
advertise for bids for the sec-

SCHOOL BOARD NOT IN 
FAVOR OF AMERITECH OFFER 


At the August 6, Board of 
Education meeting, a request 
by Ameritech to purchase a 
small plot on District property 
near the transportation area was 
discussed. Ameritech offered 
the district $5,000 for the plot. 

The Superintendent said one 
concern that he was looking 
into is whether it would affect 
the director’s tax-exempt status 
if the space were sold to 
Ameritech. K 

Vice President Donna 
Mendrysa expressed several 
concems. She said she was 
concerned that with district 
growth, the district may have a 


need for the space in the future. 

Business Manager Carol 
Miles said because the property 
is next to the creek she didn’t 
feel it would ever be utilized by 
the district. 

Mendrysa also questioned 
whether Ameritech would be 
installing high-voltage equip- 
ment on the property that could 
pose a risk to students. 

The Superintendent said 
he’d look into the matter 
although he didn’t believe that 
would be the case. He said the 
district’s attorney is reviewing 
the request to determine any 
concerns the request could 


pose. 

Trustee Ken Appleby sug- 
gested finding out how much 
money the Township received 
from a utility company that 
installed towers on Township 
property. Appleby felt that the 
value of the space _ that 
Ameritech was requesting is 
probably greater than what 
Ameritech is offering the 
District. 

At the end of the meeting, 
Mendrysa brought up concern 
with the issue again.. She 
requested that the attorney be 
contacted ‘and told to stop 
reviewing the matter. 


Mendrysa said she didn’t want 
to spend District funds on the 
request. 

Appleby and other board 
members commented that the 
request would have been more 
worthwhile to the District if 
Ameritech had offered a sub- 
stantial dollar amount. 

The Board decided to halt 
any review or consideration for 
the request.

The best-kept secret in the 
whole entire area is downriver 
and it happens the first week- 
end of August at Elizabeth 
Park in Trenton. Since 1995, 
the Wayne county Parks and 
Recreation, a Committee of 
volunteers with Maureen Ris- 
ke at the helm and musician 
Alexandar Zonjic have orga- 
nized the Jazz on the River 
concert series. For two. days in 
the middle of summer, the 
park is filled with thousands of 
jazz lovers, young and old. 
The well-organized music fes- 
tival brings friends and fami- 
lies together every year to hear 
their favorite music and share 
a great meal. I’m not the only 
one from the Township who 
shares this annual ritual, | 
spotted Supervisor John 
Mitchell and his wife Shirley 
among the thousands of fans 
who attend every year. 

This year the weather was 
incredible, unlike past years. 
The sea of colorful umbrellas 
in the sun-drenched stage area 
made the perfect foreground to 
the Detroit River filled with

Sunday fea- 
tured Detroit Jazz Fantasy, 
Tim Bowman, Alexander Zon- 
jic and Friends, the Yellow- 
jackets and Chuck Mangione. 

Larry Fitch, Director of 
Wayne County Parks and 
Recreation, told me that he has 
been very pleased with the 
success over the last six years. 
He also thinks that this will 
continue to be the perfect 
venue for this event. 


I spoke to musician Alex- 
ander Zonjic about how he 
became involved with this pro- 
ject, he said that the original 
organizers had asked him to 
play at the first event, he liked 
the concept and the people he 
worked with so well that he 
decided to get involved, and 
the rest they say, is history. 
Zonjic is known around the 
southeast Michigan area for 
organizing several local events 
every year. 

Ialso asked him how he 
gets such great entertainment 
to'do a smaller event like this, 


he stated that jazz musicians 
just love to play for their fans 
and with elements like good 
publicity and the right place, 
they think this is perfect. 

I was also curious about a 
few personal things like, when 
did he begin his interest in 
music? He started playing gui- 
tar at the age of eight or nine. 
Then at age 21 he discovered 
the flute, which us fans think is 
magical. Ialso wanted to 
know why. he remains in the 
Detroit area and he replied, 
“this is home.” He told me that 
he has been all over the world 
and this is where he wants to 
be, lucky for us he loves his 
hometown. Zonjic has been a 
morning DJ at jazz V98.7 for 
the last three and a half years 
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and loves having new

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COUNTY COMMISSIONER SULLIVAN REPORT 
NOISE MITIGATION PROGRAM 


Wayne County Commiss- 
ioner John J. Sullivan, D- 
Wayne, has indicated that the 
Wayne County Commission 
Special Task Force, of which 
he is Vice-Chair, is close to re- 
commending a complete over- 
haul of Metro Airport’s Noise 
Mitigation Program. “This 
program has been run very 
poorly and has been extremely 
ineffective,” he said. 

Commissioner Sullivan has 
been questioning program 
operations from the day he 
took office as a Wayne County 
Commissioner just over two 
years ago. During his tenure, 
he has received numerous 
complaints from constituents 
in the City of Romulus and in 


Huron Township who had 
sound-insulating work begun 
on their homes three years 
ago, and still have not seen it 
completed. 

The Noise Mitigation Pro- 
gram is sponsored by the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration 
and 80-percent of the funding 
comes from the federal goy- 
emment. The program’s pur- 
pose is to assist homeowners 
who live near the airport with 
relocation or to reduce the 
level of plane noise that can 
enter the resident’s existing 
home. The FAA created a 
noise map or zone outlining 
the benefits that residents are 
entitled to based upon location 
and proximity to the airport. A

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second phase of the program, 
involving sound insulating 
homes, began two years ago. 
Sound-insulating work gen- 
erally consisted of replacing 
windows and doors, and pro- 
viding insulation in the exteri- 
or doors. Central air was also 
installed so residents need not 
open their windows in the 
summer. Another benefit that 
homes initially received was 
new aluminum siding over 
insulation on the outer walls. 
However, Commissioner Sull- 
ivan said that standards for 
noise mitigation were not uni- 
form, and homeowners began 
voicing concerns and com- 
plaints. “Now, for example, 
someone has decided that it is 


too expensive to put the new 


siding on the outside of ‘the 
homes and that they will 
instead, just blow insulation 
into the outer walls, he said. 
“This is not what people were 
told when they signed up for 
the program, and as far as 1am 
concerned, if siding was part 
of the program in the begin- 
ning, then it should be includ- 
eden 

Recognizing that there were 


major problems with the pro- 
gram, Commissioner Sullivan 
requested that the Wayne 
County Auditor General per- 
form an audit, findings of 
which were released August 3. 
“What we are now seeing 
from the audit is what I had 
suspected,” he said, citing 
excessive administration costs, 
lack of objectives and ineffec- 
tive program management. 
Commissioner Sullivan fur- 
ther stated that revisions to the 
program must include a rea- 
sonable timeline that requires 
contractors to complete work 
expediently. He indicated that 
additional stipulations must be 
put into place to ensure that 
contractors are held account- 
able for lack of performance. 
“In addition,” he said, 
“Wayne County needs to take 
a more active role in oversee- 


‘ing the program and making 


sure that it is properly run in 
the future. The people are 
going to hold Wayne County 
responsible regardless of how 
many companies they hire.” 
The Wayne County Task 
Force on Noise Mitigation has 
been meeting since January, in 


order to evaluate how the pro- 
gram has been run in the past 
and how deficiencies can be 
corrected. They are now utiliz- 
ing information gleaned from 
the audit and from the federal 
government’s investigation in 
order to compile a new pro- 
gram structure. Information 
from homeowners, especially, 
has proved invaluable. 

Commissioner Sullivan said: 
“They (homeowners) have 
shown us what they have to go 
through and how the current 
program simply does not 
work. We will be able to use 
that information to change 
things and get the program 
working the way it should.” 
He added that anew, revamped 
soundproofing plan, geared to 
be much more efficient and 
user-friendly, should be in 
place within a couple of 
months.

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TOWNSHIP BOARD HOLDS WORKSHOP

Let’s play nice and all get 
along. That was the sentiment 
of the Huron Township Board 
of Trustees when they went 
into a recent workshop, meet- 
ing, but just when the agenda 
was about to be approved, it 
was denied. Several trustees 
had taken issue with some 
additions and so it was turned 
down as presented and amend- 
ed to the previously estab- 
lished agenda, which was then 
approved. 

Supervisor John Mitchell 
began the discussion by talk- 
ing about micromanagement 
and motions being made dur- 
ing board member’s individual 
reports. 

Trustee Marlene Krause 
was up next with concerns 
from citizens who wish to 
voice their complaints or 
speak to the Supervisor and 
have been made to feel trivial- 
ized by his assistant. Trustee 
Nora Adkins has had similar 
complaints. Supervisor Mit- 
chell résponded by saying that 
he could not possibly take very 
call and that voice mail is a 
better way for him to get the 
information and attend to the 
situation. Clerk Dawnette 
Bowers feels that any com- 
plaints should be written out. 
Krause and Adkins stated that 
they were leery of retaliation 
against them from the execu- 
tive board members. Treasurer 
Jarrod Barron suggested that

make a complaint should first 
state it verbally and then if a 
response has not been returned 
within a reasonable amount of 
tie it should be put in written 
form. Krause also ‘had a prob- 
lem with the lack of communi- 
cation within the Township 
offices and a lack of privacy 
when speaking with officials. 
She also wants the board to 
curtail last-minute additions to. 
the agenda and follow through 
on approved motions. Trustee 
Krause would also like to see 
ordinance policies reviewed 
and updated. Trustee Carey 
added that she would like to 
have contractors checked 
more closely for required per- 
mits. 

Trustee Nora Adkins wants 
more leeway to get general 


information from Township 
staff. Both the Supervisor and 
the Clerk expressed that they 
think the Trustees should 
come with any requests to the 
head of that department. 
Adkins also feels as though 
she and the rest of the Trustees 
are being treated as if they 
don’t exist by some Township 
officials and are not being 
made aware of important 
Township information. Super- 
visor Mitchell stated that he 
doesn’t feel that the Trustees 
should be informed of daily 
procedures. 

Trustee Mary Lou Carey 
made it clear that she would 
like everyone on the board to 
put their personal issues aside 
so that they can better serve 
the public. Carey added that
